I Send you iftclofed al>raught(fee Tab.l.Jig. i.) of 
an ancient Chimney-piece (as I was informed it 
was) found on pulling down Part of WidgeUHall 
in Hertfordjhire : There is cut upon it a Date ex- 
preffed Part in Roman Numerals, Part in Indian 
Figures \ which is the earlieft Inftance I have met 
with of the Indian Figures being ufcd here in Eng^ 
land^ viz. S^. i6. or 1016. that ztCokhefier being 
in the Year 1090. See Thilofoph. TranfaSi, N*^* %66. 
The Carving is very fair, the Letter ^ and Figures 
project out above a quarter of an Inch. The whole 
Chimney-piece is of Englijh Oak Plank, and is now 
very firm, though 718 Years old, and was never 
painted over ^ it is 4 Feet 3 1 Inches long ; the Part 
under the 16 was broken off in taking it down in
